In various fin an cial Journ als have 
appeawd articles an d ed itorials to 
this effect, askin g why It was n ot 
possible to revamp the Daw’es plan to 
in clud e the n ew tirovision s embod ied 
ra the Youn g agreemen t an d allow 
the existin g machin ery to con tin ue to 
lun ctlon . 
The id ea th a t the Youn g plan an d 
the Dawes plan ar^ rivals, it is ex­ 
plain ed , is en tirely in correct. 
The 
Dawes plan w'as on ly temporary—ad ­ 
mitted ly so. It was d esign ed on ly to 
brid ge over a period of time which 
was expected to be un settled ; an ex­ 
ped ien t in ten d ed to operate on ly un til 
world con d ition s l» came more n ormal 
an d a cmn plete plan could be per­ 
fected . 
AVhat D aw ea P lan « P r o v i d e d . 
All that the Dawes plan said , all 
it was in ten d ed to say, w'as: 
“Ger­ 
man y owes an en ormous amoun t of 
mon ey. Her curren cy is weak. 
We 
must see what can be d on e to restore 
this curren cy en d stipulate on behalf 
of her cred itors what in our opin ion 
is a fair amoun t for German y to pay 
an n ually. We will set what we con ­ 
sid er a fair amoun t, an d what Ger­ 
man y then d oes an d how she d oes It 
will show us the exten t of her ability 
to pay an d her willin gn ess to meet 
her obligation .” 
It was recogn ized a t the time the 
Dawes plan was put in to effect that 
an other an d more specific plan would 
have to be formulated later. In d eed , 
the Dawes plan was put in to effect 
largely for the purpose of accumulat­ 
in g d ata which, in later years, would 
^ useful In establishin g a n ew plan . 
As a matter of fact, it is explain ed , 
the Youn g agreemen t could n ot have 
b*“en set up five years ago; it could 
n ot have been d evised without the 
<l8ta which the Dawes plan furn ished , 
d ata which the reparation s experts 
n sed at the Paris con feren ce as a 
workin g basis for the presen t sched - 
uie of paymen ta. 


of the an n ual paymen ts were fixed , 
but there was n o limit regard in g 
years. There was n o certain in d ica­ 
tion of what the total of the pay­ 
men ts would be. 
Therefore a t n o 
time could German y calculate with 
an y d egree of accuracy w hat her eco­ 
n omic status would be In future years. 
In some respects the terms of the 
Youn g plan are to German y’s ad van ­ 
tage an d in some respects more 
strin gen t. 
In n iukin g up the n ew 
sched ule the experts ad opted the a t­ 
titud e th a t German y's econ omic posi­ 
tion had become sufficien tly estab­ 
lished , an d her stability well en ough 
d em on strated by the workin gs of the 
Dawes plan to en title the reich to be 
regard ed as a solven t en tity. 
Therefore, un d er the youn g plan , 
German y is required to make her 
paymen ts, n ot in marks, but in tn e 
curren cies of the coun tries to which 
she is in d ebted . 
To offset this the 
n umber an d the am oun ts of the pay­ 
men ts are fixed an d d efin ite an d the 
total payable an n ually is substan tial­ 
ly red uced . 
On an E N « ter 
German y’s affairs un d er the Dawes 
plan were becomin g burd en some. Her 
cred itors were requirin g her to pay 
en ormous sums, with n o time limit 
fixed for the en d of the paymen ts.

Th e same problem con fron ted them, 
on ly on a much larger scale about 
when the machin ery wa.s to be set 
to work to reorgan ize some of her 
busin ess after a period of con struc­ 
tive experimen t an d place the relch 
on its feet as a goin g con cern .

The statem en t of 
Professor Rogers th a t women teach­ 
ers were 
effemin izin g 
youth 
has 
caused a good d eal of d iscussion . Of 
course Professor Rogers 4.s extreme, 
but he has set us to thin kin g. 
I 
believe all broad min d ed ed ucators, 
who are un prcj’jd lced . feel th at both 
men an d w’omen teachers are n eces­ 
sary in a well balan ced school sys­ 
tem. Who would thin k of placin g a 
méh (however skilled he may be) in 
charge of child ren from 4 to 10 years 
of age? 
Women , by their very n a­ 
ture, are better suited to han d le chil­ 
d ren of this age. 
But there comes a time in the 
boy’s career when d eep d ow’n in his 
soul he rebels again st a woman 
han d lin g him. 
This Is In his ad o­ 
lescen t period , an d then he n eed s a 
man who is a real teacher; an d that 
mean s on e who is sjin pathetlc an d 
kin d , yet firm, hon est an d square. 
On e who has n ative ability, profes­ 
sion al train in g an d scholarship, an d 
on e who is in terested in boys. 
When the Mosley commission came 
from En glan d to America to stud y 
our ed ucation al system more than 
twen ty years ago, the most severe 
criticism it mad e was th a t the boy 
w as effemin ized in our high schools 
by women teachers. 
T hat criticism 
wa.« ; n ot altogether un just. It is true 
tod av. yet I would much prefer a 
stron g woman teacher to a weak man . 
I believe that if a woman glfes as 
gCK7d service as a man , she should , 
be paid as much for th a t ser\!ce. 
Why n ot? My Jud gmen t is th a t both 
men an d women are n ecessary to a 
well ord ered school system a ^ that 
there should be at least twice as 
man y women as men . 
In 1908 I was fortun ate en ough to 
be on e of a commission sen t to 
Europe to stud y Its ed ucation al sys­ 
tems. I foun d in the En glish schools 
bovs an d girls were segregated in the 
fourth grad e en d men taught the 
boys from that time on . an d in gen ­ 
eral women taught the girls. By that 
plan , the bov was un d er men ’s care 
too lomi an d n ot taught by women 
lon g en ough. I have always believed 
in co-ed iicatlon as the n atural an d 
wholesome plan .

volvin g the recen t statem en t of the 
“Jovial” Profes-sor Rogers, that the 
faulU of our n ation al thin kin g can 
be laid to the prepon d eran ce of 
woman teachers In our schools, it was 
apparen t th at two gen eral replies 
would be forthcomin g: 
More men 
teachers are n eed ed an d the problem 
la econ omic. 
The Star’s ed itorial, “How Obtain 
More Men Teachers?” shows the 
problem to be on e of proced ure. To 
get more men teachers in our sec­ 
on d ary an d high schools, we must 
make them an extra salary in d uce­ 
men t. 
How to brin g this about "is 
a question n ot on ly for the ed uca­ 
tion al authorities but for the public 
in gen eral.” The writer suggests that 
tlie greatest obstacle to such a solu­ 
tion will be the woman teacher her­ 
self. 
Sin ce her en tran ce in to the 
ed ucation al field , her slogan has been 
"equal pay for equal services given ." 
Aid ed by econ omic factors an d pub­ 
lic opin ion , she has succeed ed In a t­ 
tain in g her objective un til, tod ay, she 
virtually mon opolizes the field . 
AS 
a result, teachin g has come to be 
regard ed as essen tially a femin in e 
callin g. 
The problem basically Is as Pro­ 
fessor Rogers stated it: 
A question 
of the relative merits of the femin in e 
min d as compared with the mascu­ 
lin e. A fruitless d iscussion , perhaps. 
However, upon the respon se of public 
opin ion to this question d epen d s the 
issue. If public opin ion is n ot read y 
to ad m it a masculin e superiority, the 
argumen t for more men teachers 
must w-aik on on e leg, as It were. 
I t w ill be a m atter of more "m as­ 
culin ity” to leaven the lump. 
This Is on ly an other in stan ce of 
our American d emocracy’s love of ex­ 
perimen t. 
The turn in g over of our 
n ation ’s youth to the woman teacher 
stan d s in the face of all trad ition . It 
is n atural th a t a subtle femin ization 
should go on . In Professor Dimn et’s 
“The Art of Thin kin g” we fin d a very 
pertin en t observation . 
He says, in 
effect, that compared to the men who 
guid ed the coun try through the Rev­ 
olution an d early stages of its growth, 
our n ation al thought an d character 
1« stran gely immature. How much of 
this may be d ue to the in fluen ce of 
women in ed ucation makes an in ter­ 
estin g speculation .

A VETERAN OF THE 35 TH DIVISION COMMENTS ON LIEUTENANT! 
BECKER’S VERSION OF BATTLE. 
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B y C ol. E. M. S ta y to n . 
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THINK It prob ab le tha t Becker In 
discu&sing the w ar has the same 
troub le tha t is common to most 
of us, and tha t is, he could see 
so little of It. 
O ur own little organ­ 
ization seemed to us as if it were 
pretty m uch the whole arm y and do­ 
ing the whole job , and, unless 
x;c 
knew the whole plan, we got a very 
di.stortcd vicv/ of w hat was happen­ 
ing. 
The 35th division went over the top 
tha m orning of Septem b er 26. going 
around b oth sides of Vauquois HIU, 
and later “mopping up” the hill it­ 
self. For the m om ent, let us call this 
the first G erm an line. 
Protected b y 
.smoke, it was taken w ith very few 
casualties. 
T he advance then proceeded in the 
[general direction of Cheppy , where

As soon as this line was estab ­ 
lished our infantry was w ithdraw n 
from the salient sticking out into 
M ontreb cau Woods. 
T his ridge will live In the minds of 
every b ody In the 35th division, since 
it was taken with a good deal of sac­ 
rifice and held w ith still more sacri­ 
fice. And it was from here tha t the 
1st division, after relieving us, started 
its advance toward.^ Sedan. 
I thin k Becker’s orders were en- 
I tlrely right when they told him to 
I occupy a third line po.sition on Baulny 
Ridge. To roe tha t alway s has seemed 
to b e the third G erm an line which 
our divi.sion was required to take. 
It is our general understanding tha t 


tliere were two G erm an dlvlslona op'* 
posed to the 35th division—one divi« 
Sion of these b eing rather weak an<l 
of rather poor troops. 
Tills is prob ­ 
ab ly the division to which B ecker 
b elonged. 
Tlie other was a guard 
dlvisicn, which w ere'excellent troops. 
I am inclined to think Becker tf 
rigiit w hen he say s the G erm ans ae 
this tim e were doing m ost of the ir 
fighting w ith m achine guns and a r ­ 
tillery , and I feci like com plim entiim 
him on the good job they did. 
Hi.s statem ent of losses sounds p« *-«

when it seemed tha t ther« 
would b e nothing left of us. b ut there

For this period the P. C. of the 
110th engincrr.o wa.s in a little pill 
b ox light on top of the ridge itself, 
from which some of Becker’s guns 
m ight have fired on our advancing 
in ran tiy when they first captured 
them . 
Till", pill b ox wa.s a frequent 
target of G erm an artillery , 
Becker’s story m ay not b e of grea® 
value as a historical document, b ut 
as a hum an interc-st .story covering a 
m an’s m ental attitude eleven y eans 
afterw ards. It is extrem ely interest­ 
ing. 
Becker’s counterpart can b e found 
in large num b ers in Kan.sas City and 
all 
over 
America. 
This 
possib ly 
comes from the fact tha t m any thou­ 
sands of m en were drafted into the 
arm y who nev^r had any of the a t­ 
trib utes 
of

soldier 
and 
w ent

It is true, b ut none the 
less entirely foreign to their natures, 
which r.s a concequence completely 
upset them from their ordinary m en­ 
tal moorings and left them entirely 
adrift.

The Americans 
came forward with tanks, and b ehind 
each tan k a column of men, m arch­ 
ing in close form ation. From the top 
cf the hill I could count tw enty -seven 
tanks, each w ith its colum n b ehind. 
There was nothing we could do b at 
retreat w ith cut m achine guns.

M ight H ave S horte n e d the W ar. 
“If y ou had known it, y ou could 
have gone right on through and cut 
off the retrea t of the G erm any arm y , 
and ended the war a m onth sooner, 
for b ack of us was ab solutely noth­ 
ing—no 
troops—no 
trenches—not 
any thing—only a few hundred m en 
and m achine guns—our little b attal­ 
ion was the G erm an front. But I sup­ 
pose y ou suspected a trap—thoughfc 
there m ight b e more G erm an troops 
in reserve b ehind, ready to strik» if 
y ou got too far from y our b ase. Even­ 
tually some more troops did arrive— 
two or three day s later, while y ou? 
divisions were re-forming, and wa 
m ade another skeleton line of m a­ 
chine guns. It is no wonder tha t th» 
Allies—with all their advance in thoso 
last day s of the war. took so few pris­ 
oners.

Classic lines are expressed in a frock of black angel-sk m crepe, the 
bodice cleverly cut to develop into a scarf that falls over the shoulder at the 
back . Fullness is concentrated at one side, with a rippling movement mani­ 
fested at the hem. An ornament gathers the scarf at the shoulder. 


Madame Vallet of the house of 
Martial and Armand gives the ma­ 
ture woman some good advice on 
dressing. Here is her message: 
There Is something Intangible about 
wrhat does or does not mak e the line 
in a gown a y outhful one. Let it be 
sufficient to say that it lies chiefly in 
the line rather than in the color or 
trimming. 
Feathers and bows and 
bright hues never mak e a woman look 
y outhful, because seriously she never 
felt so. She may have simulated a 
coquetry often falsely ascribed to 
y outh, bu^lt was sadly conscious as 
were her wws and feathers. 
“A woman of mature forty should

Madame Vallet of Martial & Armand. 
She, above ail, should, in the ele­ 
gance of her appearance, proclaim 
Chat she is but beginning to live with 
the rich k nowledge of the y ears be­ 
hind her; and In the careful line of 
her gown, sutiable to her personality 
alone, show a vibrant eagerness and 
understanding for the 
experience 
ahead of her. That Is her particy lar 
y outh—the lively feeling within her, 
which, more than any thing else, a 
lovely gown and a careful toilette will 
deepen, and certainly help a great 
deal to announce to those whom she 
meets.” 
Tlie next Important decision for 
tne gown after the line of y outh is 
the color, of course. » And let me say 
that aside from certain fundamental 
principles of good taste, age does not 
rank so gravely with the color chosen. 
The drabness of or brilliance of y our 
gown should harmonize with y our 
hair and complexion, and with y our 
temperament. 
A startling psrson- 
allly is overcome by an even more 


startling color. There Is no blending 
and if the personality Is stronger It 
i* made gaudy by the gown—or if it 
is not strong enough it is strangely 
enough, quite devoured by a bril­ 
liant toilette—and there is sometimes 
a deliBite feeling that the woman 
is overdressed, although It would be 
imp<» sible at the moment to’give an 
explicit reason.

and almost without exception every 
woman can wear It, if she can wear 
clothes well at all. It Is black , black 
that promises to be among the per­ 
emptory mandates for the fall season, 
Just as It has been in the past. It 
alway s can be relieved smartly by 
white. Black that is a beautiful ma­ 
terial and In a well cut gown, needs 
no relief for a woman of any age. 
It adapts Itself to any line the cur­ 
rent sty les decree; It adapts itself 
with supreme elegance to almost any 
Jewelry ; it gives dignity to the heavy 
woman, and grace to the slim one. 
In fact it is an interesting cg^or, in 
the full sense of the word.

UST as the fortunes of Rome 
depended upon the meat that 
the mighty Caesar ate so does 
the gridiron fame of the y outh­ 
ful football play er depend upon his 
diet. 
What the y oung athlete eats be­ 
comes of great Importance to his 
family , his fellow play ers, his coach 
and Indeed the whole school, for 
should he get “winded” at an im­ 
portant crisis in the game, what dire 
results may follow f 
Getting “winded" comes from not 
eating the right k ind of food. 
An 
athlete gets “winded” when he can­ 
not throw off the carbon dioxide as 
rapidly as it is being formed in the 
body by the burning of his food dur­ 
ing his heavy exertion. To tak e care 
of his carbon dioxide in the blood, he 
needs the alk aline ash left In hla 
blood by fruits and vegetables. 
8o 
these should be eaten in large quan­ 
tities by the football play er to pre­ 
vent this condition. 
The high school athlete also pre­ 
sents other problems In nutrition, be­ 
cause he Is play ing the game during 
those y ears when his body is mak ing 
its greatest « rowth. Athletes should 
be lean, with hard, well formed 
muscles, and 
their 
diet requires 
plenty of muscle forming food, and 
at the same time plenty of other 
k inds of food to furnish them the 
energy they need for exercise. 


SUGAR SUPPLIES ENHUGY. 
Some scientists experimented with 
different diets on the Yale boat crew, 
which won the Oly mpic championship 
in 1924. They found that the use of 
plenty of sugars in their diets helped 
the men k eep their wind. Rowing is 
a very strenuous exercise and calls 
for thirteen to twenty times as much 
food to burn as ihe body needs when 
at rest. 
The athlete needs to avoid fat in his 
diet as fat burns more slowly in the 
body . 
Fat burning In the body is 
analogous to burning hard coal. When 
one wants a quick fire he uses plenty 
of k indling. Just so the quick fire or 
energy in the body comes from the 
sugara Fried foods, fat meats, cream. 


rich desiwrts as pies, cak es and pud­ 
dings are taboo in training diets 
for this reason. 
VECETABLIS AND FRUIT DAILY. 
In choosing foods for the football 
; hero, fruits and vegetables come first. 
He ought to have fruit in some form 
three times a day . This must be the 
fresh fruit on the fall mark et, as 
peaches, pears, bananas, cantaloupe, 
grapes and apples, or the dried fruits 
as prunes, dates, raisins, or figs. The 
latter may be cut in small pieces and 
added to the morning cereal. Jams 
and Jellies are important as they 
carry much sugar In combination with 
the fruit Juices. Fruit Juices to drink 
are especially helpful in maintaining 
the necessary alk aline state in the 
body . 
He 
should 
eat 
at 
least 
four 
vegetables a day besides potatoes, one 
of which should be a green, leafy 
one as lettuce, spinach or cabbage. 
^ Beans are a particular favorite in 
I training diets as they leave so much 
alk aline ash In the blood. They also 
supply some building material for 
bone and muscle. All the raw veg­ 
etables used ought to be served with­ 
out rich salad dressings as may on­ 
naise. 
French dressing and cook ed 
salad dressings are permissable in 
small quantities. 
Cook ed vegetables 
may be seasoned with meat Juices but 
avoid fats and rich sauces. 


CEREALS AND MILK IMPORTANT. 
The gridiron play er needs whole 
grain cereals, both the cook ed and un­ 
cook ed, and bread made from whole 
wheat, in liberal supplies. His build­ 
ing and body repair foods need to be 
obtained from sk im milk , lean‘beef, 
lamb, mutton, fish chick en and beans. 
Eggs are an important food for his 
needs and his diet every day should 
contain at least one. 8k lm milk 
cheeses are better than cream cheeses. 
The football play er needs a quart of 
sk im milk every day , one or two eggs 
and a large helping of meat. The 
meats ought to be rcwuited or broiled; 
not fried In fat. Bacon is the only 
k ind of pork that Is advisable. Butter 
1» a good food since it supplies vita­ 
min A. 
A substantia! break fast of fruits, 
cereal, eggs or bacon, toast with Jam, 


and milk for a breverage Is a real 
boon to the athletic. His lunch ought 
to be his lightest meal. Here filling 
dishes such as cream or vegetable 
soups, bulk y vegetables as tomatoes, 
cauliflower, spinach, cabbage may 
constitute the greater part of his diet. 
Fruit juices are gcxxi at lunch, before 
practice or games. Before a game only 
a very light lunch is necessary . His 
night meal may contain plenty of 
food food to provide building mater­ 
ials for the muscles used In the ex­ 
ercise and to provide an adequate 
storage of sugars, whose supply has 
also been depleted during the after­ 
noon’s activity . Above all, he should 
not eat between meals. 
The quantity of food a high school 
boy requires amazes many a mother. 
He actually needs as much a* the 
black smith, the wood chopper or the 
longshoreman. His foods ought to be 
simply cook ed but served In such 
quantities as to give the calories 
needed.

Virtually every 
manufacturer o f radio receivers has 
bro ught o ut a new mo del this year in 
which the screen-giid tube Is used. 
Just what is a screen-grid tube? A 
little enlightenment o n the subject is 
no do ubt In o rder. A vacuum tube is 
suppo sed to be a 1-way device, that 
is, vo ltages applied to the grid will be 
repeated and amplified in the plate 
circuit, but there will be no actio n at 
all in the o ther directio n fro m the 
plate back to the grid element o f the 
tube. Tubes lived up to this expecta­ 
tio n until It was tried to extract very 
high amplificatio ns fro m them. Then 
It wa.s fo und they were no t 100 per 
cént 1-way, but that it was po ssible 
fo r a small amo unt o f vo ltage to leak 
backward thro ugh the tube, and 
th is 
was very tro ubleso me. It caused radio 
receivers to ho wl and squeal, and 
made them quite useless fo r bro ad­ 
cast receptio n. 


THEN CAME NEUTRALIZATION, 
All the vario us metho ds o f neutrali­ 
zatio n. including the Hazeltlne meth­ 
o d, which Is, no do ubt, the best, were 
develo ped to balance o ut this small 
vo ltage that leaked back thro ugh the 
tube. 
The balancing devices called j 
fo r extra windings o n the transfo rm- j 
ers between the tubes to co llect the 
balancing vo ltage, and then a balanc- ‘ 
ing co ndenser, by which just the 
right amo unt o f this vo ltage co uld be 
fed back to the grid o f the tube. The 
adjustment o f these balancing co n­ 
densers was difficult, and the who le 
arrangement was co mplicated and ex­ 
pensive and o ften did no t give perfect 
results. 
. , 
The pro blem fo r the tuba designers 
was to pro duce a new tube that was 
really a o ne-way device, that did 
no t have this small leak fo r letting 
vo ltage co me back the wro r^ w'ay 
and cause tro uble. The new screen- 
grid tube is the answer to this pro b­ 
lem. In this tube the leak Is so ex­ 
tremely small as to be neglible in all 
o rdinary receivers. 


BALANCING WAS THE CURE. 
The balancing o f a receiver was, 
therefo re no t a virtue, but the neces­ 
sary cure fo r a very tro ubleso me de­ 
fect In the tubes themselves. 
Re- 
seivers which use the screen-grid tube 
de'no t require to be balanced—there 
Is no thing to balance. The tube has 
no feed-back path in it. The balanc­ 
ing co ndensers and the extra wind­ 
ings are o mitted. The who le circuit 
beco mes simpler and mo re stable in 
o peratio n. 
NEW TUBE ELIMINATES LEAK. 
Tlie screen-grid is an extra ele- 


ment Inside the tube. 
It is placed 
o n bo th the Inside and the o utside o f 
the plate o f the tube. It do es no t 
prevent the tube fro m amplifying in 
the right directio n, but it do es elimi­ 
nate the small leak back to the grid, 
that caused so much tro uble. 
When the screen-grid was tried o ut, 
It was fo und that U no t o nly sto pped 
the leak, but that it also made It 
po ssible to get very much higher am ­ 
plificatio n o ut o f the tube. It Is no t 
feasible, o n bro adcast receivens. to use 
all o f the amplificatio n o f which the 
tube is capable, becau.se If this Is 
do ne, the vo ltage o n the o utside w'lll 
be so much higher than the input 
vo ltage that there will be sufficient 
leakage in the wlrlns o f the set to 
cause very serio us tro uble. But the 
greater po wer o f the screen-grid tubs 
can be utilized to make the who le 
receiver much better than the earlier 
types, no t o nly In amplificatio n, but 
in selectivity and quality as well,

h o s e who frequent the Kan­ 
sas City public library and 
prowl among 
the crowded 
cases In the stuffy quarters of 
the museum In its basement are 
aware of the presence of some awe­ 
some relics. Among them Is the buck­ 
skin shirt once the property of Chief 
Stone Calf of the Chey ennes. 
This shirt Is highly and "beautiful­ 
ly " decorated with more than 200 
human scalps taken In battle with 
Pawnee, Utes and other enemy tribes 
of the Chey ennes. Tlie historical 
Imagination that is able to stand In 
the presence of this famous relic and 
reconstruct the scenes of v iolence that 
attended the taking of these trophies 
conjures up fearsome and nerv e-test­ 
ing situations. 
Those who write with real and first­ 
hand knowledge of the Plains Indians 
ol the United States tell an interest­ 
ing tale of the strange superstitions 
end twisted tliinking back of the 
practice of scalp-taking. 
There was. 
of course, the common motiv e of mak­ 
ing good In the boast of prowess. If 
the scalp was ex hibited that was the 


best ev idence that the enemy had 
been "stnick." 
Since the warrior’s 
position and reputation In the tribe 
was dependent upon his success In 
"striking" the enemy , the number of 
scalps adorning his lodge pole adv er­ 
tised his Importance. 
Deeper than that, was the strange 
idea that scalping a man put him 
entirely out of ex istence! There was 
a happy hunting ground, but not tor 
a man without a scalp. If an enemy 
was scalped, he nev er could be pre.sent 
to challenge his slay er In the shadow 
land. He was put out for good and 
all. At rare times the scalp was not 
taken, but instead the body was fear­ 
fully mutilated. 
This was in order 
that the v ictor might be able to point 
to this mutilated v ictim in the here­ 
after as an ev idence of his swift and 
terrible v engeance. 
The feeling that scalping meant ex ­ 
tinction ex plains the fearful anx iety 
of a war party to recov er its own dead 
before the scalps could be taken. To 
go back home acknowledging that 
scalps had been lost was disaster in­ 
deed. 
It is staled, also, that scalps nev er 
were taken from men dy ing by acci­ 
dent or by their own hand. This fact 
Is used to support the theory that In 
the battle of the Little Big Horn 
Oen. George Custer In the last de­ 
spairing moment took his owm life. 
His body was unmutilated and his 
scalp n<^ taken. Too much may be 
made of this, howev er. The Indians 


were anx ious to get away from the 
scene of the conflict. Aside from the 
clothing taken many bodies were un­ 
disturbed. 
Most writers hav e accepted the elo­ 
quent description giv en by Lieutenant 
Bradley , scout chief with Terry , n'ho 
said: "Probably nev er did hero who 
had fallen upon field of battle appear 
so much to hav e died a natural death. 
HU ex pression was rather that of a 
man who had fallen asleep and en­ 
joy ed peaceful dreams than Of one 
who had met his deat*' amid such 
fearful srenes as that field had wit­ 
nessed. the features being wholly 
without ghastUneas or any impress of 
fear, horror or despair.

minster Abbey, was most courteous 


and helpful. 
However, the choir at 
the abbey has dally services, and 
therefore have so much material to 
Icam that the finer thing s have to 
be neglected. 
The most artistic choir 
work I heard in London wtss in the 
Temple church, where Dr. Ball w’as 
in charge. 
Tlierc was a very beau­ 
tiful tone quality in this choir. 
Boys’ 
voices are used for both soprano and 
alto here, and in all other choirs 
In London boys are used for soprano 
only, and men are used for alto. The 
quality of a man alto is bad at its 
best. 
Of course, the English are fol­ 
lowers of tradition: they always have 
used men altos, and in most instances 
they always will.

"They sing many Schubert and Schu­ 
mann songs, but they are not at all 
careful to choose suitable songs for 
the fifth and sixth grades. We heard 
better part singing In Germany, but 
the instruction In Germany was much 
more formal.

From T a Tslen Lu the yak 
trains turn back , for the big beasts 
cannot live at any lower altitude. The 
market here is supplied not only with 
vak butter and cheese but with yak 
beef, which we found to be excellent.

Poetry I s So t History. 


A reader of The Star brimrs up once more a 
fuesUon about the famlUar line in Keats's son- 
set.

It la a clev er 
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othenv isp. Virtually ev ery critical note un uic 
poem for more than the hundred years since it 
was wTittcn has taken tliat v iew oi the matter, 
and has carried comment on the poet’s slip in 
the use of names. 
But there is more to it than this cumulativ e 
testimony or opinion. This well known sonnet, 
“ now so famous as to be almost hackneyed” 
in the v iew of one critic, was the first com­ 
position of importance by Keats. 
It was the 
work of a youth under 20, of a youth who had 
been concerned more with fighting than with 
plying his books while in school, and the out­ 
come, further, of a sudden inspiration, 
Sidney Colv in, in his biography of Keats 


("English Men of Lettera” series), explains 
that this sonnet was written by Keats early 
one morning in the summer of 1815, after he 
and his young friend Cowden Carke had spent 
most of the prev ious night reading the Chap­ 
man translation. 
Apparently, there were no 
reference books, historical or otherwise, at hand, 
so the line, with regard to historical accuracy, 
merely was "a stray reminiscence of schoolboy 
reading (with a mistake, it seems, as to the 
name, which should be Balboa and not Cortez, 
but what does it, matter? )*’ since the reminis­ 
cence was "conv erted Into the perfection of 
appropriate poetry." 
Attention repeatedly was called to the con­ 
fusion of names after the poem had been 
printed and in the lifetime of Keats. The poet 
made a notable change by way of improv ing 
the sev enth line of the composition, but let the 
"stout Cortez" stand for poetic effect. Cortez, 
of courae, was nev er In Darien (being kept busy 
enough In the Mexican area farther north), 
so naturally could not hav e stood silent or 
otherwise on a peak there and stared at the 
Pacific. 
But when stout Shakespeare puts clocks in' 
the time of J ulius Caesar and giv es Bohemia 
a seacoast (although there are those who con­ 
tend it once had a seacoaust before the poet’s 
day» , why should one be concerned about his­ 
torical accuracy or specific meaning In the 
imagination of any great poet? txmg after he 
had written "Lead, Kindly Light," Cardinal 
Newman was asked what he meant in the con­ 
cluding lines: 
And with the morn thoee angel lac« » « mile. 
Which I hav e lov ed lone since and lo« t awhile. 
His reply was that at the time of the com­ 
position the lines had carried a meaning for 
him. but that he had forgotten what it was.

Lout» Stirk In the Outlook » nd Independent, 
J ames T. Loree, v ice-president and general 
manager of the Delaware & Hudson Railroad 
Company, told the senate committee on edu­ 
cation and labor that his company “ would 
not as a rule employ men more than 40.” 
Asked what 40-year-oId workers must do, 
Mr. Loree replied: 
"They must retain their 
jobs.” J. M. Larkin, assistant to the president 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company, al.so told 
the committee “ that as a general rule men 
more than 45 years old are not employed.” 
In contra.st to these declarations is the an­ 
nounced policy of Henry Ford, who says that 
one-third of his employee.s, approximating the 
av erage of the 40-year population, are more 
than 40 years of age. 
Mr. Ford v alue.s the older workers for their 
maturity and reliability. 
His success In the 
use of older men recalls a recent statement 
by Dr. Elliott Dunlap Smith, professor of in­ 
dustrial engineering at Yale univ ersity, who 
said that the older man has a place in in­ 
dustry which keeps apace of scientific progress. 
He adds that when a poorly managed in­ 
dustry is suddenly made efficient, the older 
men find It hard to adapt themuselv es to the 
changed conditions 
Thus the jobs are open 
for the younger and more adaptable men.

At the same time that a dispatch notes the 
application by a 3-mlllion-dollar barge line 
company to operate on the Ohio and Missis­ 
sippi riv em from Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
J unius B. W’ood. roaming foreign correspond­ 
ent of the Chicago News and tlic North 
American Newspaper Alliance, WTites from Rio 
de J aneiro that such barge lines offer for 
products of the middle West an outlet to the 
east coast of South America, where compara­ 
tiv ely few American manufacturers seem to 
hav e found a market. The approaching cele­ 
bration of a complete 9-foot stage in the Ohio 
makes such discussion timely. 
Mr. Wood refers to the desirability of com­ 
pleting 
the 
Lakes-to-Gulf 
waterway 
and 
canalizing the Missouri Riv er to Kansas City 
and the upper Mississippi. 
Only the first of 
these projects seems likely to be put t2irough 
in the v ery near future, since Ice and low 
water make the upper Mississippi useless 
much of the time and the meandering Mis­ 
souri presenLs an enormously expensiv e prob­ 
lem. What he says of rates and opportunities, 
howev er, is applicable to the Ohio v alley. 
Louisv ille should be among the listeners-ln. 
Sav ing in freight costs by the water route 
from Louisv ille or Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
as against railroad shipments to Atlantic 
ports, is considerable.

Barge line shipments to the Guff 
are truly economical only if returning barges 
can carry freight.

Akron and Interioi; cities of Kentucky, proper 
rail-riv er terminals must be built and through 
rail-riv er rates be promulgated. 
Louisv ille will shortly hav e such a terminal, 
built by the Inland Waterways Company on 
the city wharf. This will take care of carload 
lot shipments for export and for the South 
and Southwest from the start. Probably barge 
lines .soon will handle less than carload lot 
shipments, since the packets operate for short 
distances only. If railroads cannot co-operate 
with low rates to the terminals, truck lines 
can be expected to handle a big bulk of busi­ 
ness in tobacco, grain, shoes and clothing, food

articles, not only from interior Kentucky, but 
to all the other poini.s along the Ohio where 
modem terminals are being built.

Combined capitalization of the fif­ 
teen su spended bank s was $3,630,000, 
deposits of more than 32 H million 
dollars, and assets of nearly 30 mllUon 
dollars. 
The Citizens Bank and Tru st Com­ 
pany of Tampa, a parent Institu tion 
for ten smaller bank s In West Flor­ 
ida, su rrendered to its depositors % 
million dollars in one day. It was one 
of the severest bank ru ns In Florida’s 
history. 
Lo» e faoo.ooo In WVek . 
The State Bank of Orlando and 
Tru st Compaily. which clc» ed Au gu st 
5. gave u p 3 million dollars ou t of 
a toUl of 4H million in deposits in 
ninety days, $800,000 of which was 
withdrawn in the last week of Its ex­ 
istence. The closing of this bank , one 
of IRorlda's ou tstanding financial in­ 
stitu tions. followed consistent with­ 
drawals of large accou nts, and was not 
precipitated by a general ru n. It sim­ 
ply failed to open for bu siness on 
Monday morning. 
The Volu sia Cou nty Bank of De­ 
land. home of John B. Stetson u ni­ 
versity, fifteen miles west of Daytona 
Beach, and a city with a normal pop- 


llon dollar depositories in the state 
for u se In case of emergency. 
For every effect there mu st be a 
cau se and it shou ld be of Interest to 
go back and trace some of the cau ses 
which combined to break down the 
confidence of the people and create 
in their minds the idea that all bank s 
were u nsafe, resu lting in widespread 
capitu lations. 
It is hu man natu re to become 
panick y when personal » vîngs are 
endangered. The ru n on a Brook lyn 
bank Au gu st 15. cau sed by a car 
bu ncle on the neck of its president, 
is evidence of that idiosyncrasy. Re­ 
ports prevailed the president had died 
from the effects of the boil and that 
a ru n on his bank followed his death. 
The ru mor of a ru n started a real 
ru n, and even the presence of the 
“dead” president at the head of the 
withdrawal line cou ld not su bdu e the 
excitement. More than 2 million dol­ 
lars in cash was hu rriedly withdrawn. 
A Postal SaTfncs Ran. 
In 1926 a report was spread abou t 
“dark town” in West Palm Beach, 
Fla., that the postal savings division 
of the United States government was 
going to fall. A wild ru n was started 
in the postofflce. Washington postal 
savings officials a.ssu red them the en­ 
tire financial stru ctu re of the govern­ 
ment was behind Its postal savings 
department, bu t this had no effect 
u pon them.

This was disclosed today when 
Governor Clyde M. Reed received the 
rejKirt of Arthu r Ericsson, su perin­ 
tendent of the state reformatory at 
Hu tchinson, giving the list of crimes 
and the nu mber of men received at 
the reformatory in the entire year of 
1914 and the first eight and one-half 
months of the present year. 
Fifteen years ago there w’as not a 
man received at the reformatory for 
stealing a motor car. 8o far this year 
there have been fifty-six. 
Fifteen years ago there were twen­ 
ty-seven sent to the reformatory in 
a year for forgery, while thu s far in 
1929 there have been fifty-fou r. Ju st 
dou ble. 
In the fifteen years the most 
mark ed change has been the switch 
from crimes against persons to crimes 
against property in the list of you ng 
men at the reformatory. 
The re­ 
formatory receives only first offendr 
ers between the ages of 16 and 25 
years. Two termers cannot be sent 
there. Fifteen years ago there were 
forty-two men received for crimes 
against persons, and so far in 1929 
only seventeen have been received for 
similar offenses. In 1914 there were 
eleven received for a.ssau lt with intent 
to k ill, while thu s far this year there 
has been none.
